The local news in Ulster has churned out 


‘exclusive after exclusive’, following the 
findings of the recently released Police 
Ombudsman’s Report. 
Headed by Nuala O’Loan (and pushed from 
behind by unstable third party irritations 
carrying personal agendas), the Police Om- 
budsman launched an ‘in-depth investiga- 
tion’, into the activities of an Ulster Volun- 
teer Force Unit based in Mount Vernon Es- 
tate (North Belfast).

virtual pair of boxing gloves in his back 
pocket, hoping to stumble across and go head 
to head, with any unfortunate UVF member 
that happened to stumble across his path! 
We at COMBAT say it loud and clear, 
regardless of who they are, the families of 
any murder victim deserves lawful justice.

Force (Mount Vernon Unit). 
Given this information, can any- 
one, hand on heart, believe that he 
was forced / conscripted into the 
ranks of the UVF and that during 
his Service with the Organisation 
in Mount Vernon, he remained 
wholly within the boundaries of the 
law, never taking part in 
“operations etc’. 
The Mount Vernon UVF (3rd 
Battalion), have been accredited 
by many sources, (PSNI / media), 
with a vast number of military 
operations over the years, so we 
say again, can anyone truly believe that 
Raymond McCord junior had no knowl- 
edge of or part to play in, UVF activities in 
this area? 
We do sympathise with the McCord family 
over their loss but let’s face it, Raymond 
junior was no innocent victim! 
Tragically, he fell foul of dirty dealings 
with narcotics. 
His murder was not UVF related. 
His killers were not operating under sanc- 
tion of the UVF. 
This fate has been met by many young 
Protestants and Catholics, who foolishly 
permitted themselves to become involved 
with repulsive criminality, using Loyalism 
or for that matter Republicanism, as a 
cloak of convenience! 
‘Face To Face Meetings’ 

McCord senior has went on record in the 
media and tabloids many times over the 
years, ‘demanding’ face to face meetings 
regarding the murder, with both the UVF 
and the PUP. Naively, the media, believing 
that the UVF / PUP should meet McCord, 
supported him 100%!

On this matter, a source claiming to rep- 
resent the Ulster Volunteer Force, con- 
tacted COMBAT and stated. 
“Raymond McCord has met with the UVF, 
informing us that he has information that a 
number of our members were involved in the 
killing of his son. 
He was subsequently told to meet with a 
UVF Enquiry Team, which consisted of six 
Volunteers from various areas. 
The Enquiry Team were specifically in- 
structed to mask their identities from 
McCord, as the Ulster Volunteer Force 
Leadership was aware of McCord’s previ- 
ous campaign with the media against the 
Ulster Defence Association. 
McCord met with the Enquiry 
Team and submitted to them, a} | 
list naming up to twelve people 
who he felt were involved in the 
murder. 
Not once during this meeting, was 
there a mention of narcotics or 
Special Branch informers. 
The source continued. 
The Enquiry Team requested from 
Raymond McCord only one thing, 
that they be left to proceed with 
their investigations, without me- 
dia hype. 

He agreed this condition! 
He was also asked to continue 
liaison with the Team, in the event 
of new information emerging that 
would aid the investigation. 
Within a period exceeding no 
longer than fourteen days, 
McCord senior was back fulfilling 
his adopted role as a ‘media 
junkie’. 
Subsequently he was sent for by 
intermediaries and informed that 
the enquiry would be suspended 
for a period of time, in order to 
establish his credibility. 
In other words, he was advised to 
stay away from the media and the 
enquiry would proceed. 
The Ulster Volunteer Force would 
not have its Volunteers tried by 
the Organisation and the media at 
the same time! 
The source concluded. 
Raymond McCord senior failed to 
meet with these requirements and 
for a number of years, he reverted 
back to what he knows best, being 
a ‘media junkie! ’. 
The Progressive Unionist Party 
has also met with him on a num- 
ber of occasions and on one occasion in

tatives who were tasked with meeting him, 
McCord had organised for the media to be 
in place outside the meeting venue!

I mean, he has ranted in the gullible 
newspapers for years, about the ‘blind 
refusal and ignorant attitudes’ of the 
UVF and PUP in relation to meeting him, 
when all the time he has had meetings 
with them!

Following the recent horrific rape of a 
teenage girl in Woodvale Park, Belfast, 
local community body ‘Alternatives’, 
collated an impromptu rally to highlight 
the disgust and fears of the people of the 
area and beyond. 

Rape cannot under any circumstances be 
excused and there is a general perception in 
society, that it is only ‘seedy old men’ who 
are the perpetrators of rape! 

This perception has been well and truly 
kicked into touch many times, but when it 
was revealed on this occasion that the at- 
tackers were two schoolboys aged 13 years, 
a deathly numbness fell over one and all! 
Without a shadow of a doubt, what we 
are witnessing here, is a disastrous re- 
flection on life today. 

By in large, in this modern world, kids are 
no longer innocent nor naive! 

Society has well and truly forced children 
to be adults long before their time! 

Sadly, with this modern conditioning, 
comes the temptations of alcohol, crime, 
drugs and general anti-social behaviour, as 
a large majority of very young teenagers 
run riot on our streets! 

In this case, the accused have been 
charged with attempted rape, aiding and 
abetting rape, grievous bodily harm, 
making threats to kill and robbery! 
Despite the fact that they voluntarily sur- 
rendered themselves to the PSNI, when 
they appeared before Belfast Youth Court 
the only comment made by one of the boys 
was, ‘I didn't rape nobody!”’. 

In response, a PSNI officer stated that he 
could connect both of the accused with 
the charges laid before them. 

Although the identity of the boys is known 
to many within our community, the presid- 
ing Magistrate at the hearing made a spe- 
cific order banning the publication of any 
information that might identify the victim 
or the accused. 


COMBAT respects that first and fore- 
most, the identity of the young girl must 
be protected at all costs and although we 
have consistently held a policy of naming 
and shaming anyone who would bring 
discredit to society, after much debate we 
have decided to abide by the legal stipu- 
lations and not name the boys involved. 
The case is now in the hands of the judicial 
system and we trust that right will prevail 
and justice will be served, should the 
charges be proved. 

We also hope that a clear signal will be sent 
out to anyone that thinks they can ruin the 
lives of innocents and destroy entire com- 
munities with their evil deeds. 

As we have stated many times before, we 
cannot 100% lay the blame at the feet of 
parents for the actions of their children. 
But realistically, each and every one of us 
should at least have an inkling as to what 
our children are doing when they leave 
the family home. 

It is a hard but accurate fact that the heart- 
less scum who lurk the streets, luring our 
young folk into crime and depraved acts 
such as rape, have corrupted many over the 
years. 

In addition to this, and again as previously 
stated, it grieves us to admit that alcohol 
and illegal drugs are freely available for 
anyone who wishes to procure and abuse 
them, be it adult or child. 

This is a recipe for disaster in itself as it 
creates an insatiable hunger which in- 
variably leads to the necessity for a ‘fix’.

I recall penning an article for COMBAT 
last January, relating to the irresponsible 
parents of Ulster (and in particular 
Greater Belfast), who had given their

In short, not to mention the great per- 
sonal risk to themselves as these kids ille- 
gally ‘hammer along’ on their powerful 
motor bikes and quads, Ulster’s motor- 
ists, pedestrians and old folk, are ren- 
dered equally as vulnerable! 

But where are these kid’s parents? Why 
have they not taken on board the hard lesson 
that more deaths are imminent by their kid’s 
crazy actions and by their parental neglect? 
One more very important question is 
prompted here and that is, why are the po- 
lice not acting to take the offenders (both

‘More Lack Of Responsibility’ 
A matter of days ago in Donegall Pass, the 
PSNI were forced to shoot a _ dog, 
‘displaying the characteristics’, (although 
unconfirmed as such), of an American 
Staffordshire Terrier, (pit-bull). 
The dog in question was irresponsibly per- 
mitted by its owners, to roam freely through 
the streets of the small Protestant enclave in 
South Belfast. 
Whilst ‘roaming’, the animal attacked a 
smaller dog which sadly died as a result of 
its injuries. 
To their great credit, several local resi- 
dents desperately attempted to halt the 
attack but were unsuccessful. 
As young children were playing in the vicin- 
ity, the PSNI were called in order to bring 
the attack to an end before the dog ‘turned’ 
on the children.

David Ervine’s Final Political Statement 





One of David Ervine’s closest friends, was 
the Belfast Telegraph’s ‘security writer’ 
Brian Rowan. 
At a service held for family and close 
friends prior to the main service in East 
Belfast Mission, Brian spoke fondly of his 
times with David. With great emotion he 
recalled the debating, arguing, discussing, 
laughing, and of course, the many pints 
‘of the black stuff’, shared over the years. 
Obviously they were close, not just mere 
associates, but friends! 
The anecdotes and amusing scenarios that 
arose between the two men, demonstrated a 
different side to David than most would 
have seen when he was being interviewed 
on television or in the tabloids. 
To his many friends, David was a 
practical joker. 
He had a sharp, witty sense of humour 
that endeared him to one and all and was 
a world away from the serious, articulate 
politician who we so regularly watched 
with awe on our television screens. 
A matter of days before David passed 
away, he penned an article for publica- 
tion by Brian Rowan in the ‘Tele’. 
Without hesitation, David’s family con- 
sented to the publication of the article as 
a ‘final thought’ from their loved one. 
The article is reproduced here in full 
“It is hard to tell just where we are at the 
moment with the ‘tug of jaw’ that is go- 
ing on between the DUP and Sinn Fein. 
Both are supposed to have serious inter- 
nal dissent to contend with, both will, 
due to that perception, plead with the 
Prime Minister to understand that they 
are running at maximum risk levels. 
Alas, it would be foolish to assume 
that each side is feigning difficulty 
merely as a negotiation tactic. 
Yes, I have no doubt that it is a usable 
issue ~ Trimble and Adams were at it all 
the time. Now is the endgame! 
The reality is stark for supporters who never 
thought that it would come to this, realising 
a new phase of partnership and co-operation 
is going to replace the belligerence so en- 
joyed by each. 
So far, the Shinners could get away with 
unpopular things, as long as whatever they 
did cracked the Unionists up! On the other 
hand, the DUP could be seen as reasonable, 
as long as the Shinners were perceived not 
to be able to come up to the required mark. 
Ian Paisley and Gerry Adams will be very 
conscious of their own internal difficulties. 
They will also be factoring issues that will 
not be in the minds of the Party functionar- 
ies. For instance, what is the price for 
blame? What is the alternative? What is 
the consequence of failure? 
The real mood within our community is 


proving hard to read. There are few signs 
that the voter is particularly exercised by the 
possibility of a deal. 

The mood seems to be actually very calm. 
Those old enough will remember the anger 
and bitterness abroad over the years when 
some initiative or another was mooted. 
Thankfully, those days seem gone. 

In recent times we’ve seen how both sides, 
while quietly negotiating, have almost let on 
that they are not negotiating. 

The DUP have been particularly guilty in 
this respect. St. Andrews was _ built 
around the two protagonists ~ to the vir- 
tual exclusion of all others. 

Devolution and policing stood out with re- 
quirements expected from both sides.

It seems to have gone downhill from then. 
If the DUP agreed devolution, Sinn Fein 
would sign up to policing. Sounds simple, 
doesn’t it? Clearly not! 
The DUP won't accept Sinn Fein in Govern- 
ment until they sign up to policing. 
The Shinners can’t sign up, it would seem, 
until a date for the devolution of police and 
justice powers has been agreed by all. 
Chicken and egg? You bet! 
Meanwhile, we all sit and wait, the British 
Government could legislate for such a target 
date. The problem with that possibility is 
that if the DUP, who expect to be the largest 
Party, didn’t agree, the Government would 
be forced to write in a destabilising sanction 
along the lines of suspending the Assembly 
in the event the date was not met. 
Stop / start is nothing new to us, however, if 
such a sanction were created, the potential is 


that the whole focus for the foreseeable fu- 
ture would be upon policing and justice ~ 
and little else! 
The belligerence would be centre stage. 
Every crackpot outside the peace process 
would hold the future in their hands, rather 
than in the hands of elected representatives. 
The next phase of the peace process is 
parliamentary democracy. It would be a 
travesty to get stuck at this point. 
It has taken a long time to ensure that poli- 
tics takes primacy over paramilitarism. 
The establishment of the Assembly is abso- 
lutely vital to finish the job. 
Other factors ~ such as taking responsibility 
for health, education and the economy etc., 
are pressing. Being stuck where we are for 
any length of time is unthinkable. 
The endgame was always going to shake 
up the Republican Movement and its 
supporters. 
It is, after all, the final acceptance by 
Republicans of Northern Ireland as a 
viable and integral part of the UK. 
It is also the final acceptance by Repub- 
licans that no authority other than State 
Authority, is either practicable or toler- 
able. It is worth considering that if Ad- 
ams pulls it off at the Ard Fheis, a real 
line in history will have been drawn. 
Quite a number of options exist in the 
political process if the DUP help create a 
date for the devolution of policing and 
justice and the position of Sinn Fein is 
proving dubious. 
Given the prize that is on offer for this 
society, it would be a shame if it were 
stalled and undermined. 
Put it up to the Shinners! They will have 
a substantial management project be- 
cause of the challenge. From my point of 
view I hope Adams pulls it off. 
We, the Unionists, should facilitate him 
to do so. Either the DUP and Sinn Fein 
are going to fulfil the promise of St. An- 
drews or they are not. Recently the Prime 
Minister made the point that if no agreement 
emerged around the dispute issue then the 
proposed election of March 7th would not 
take place. The concept of deadline has been 
examined before. The Prime Minister should 
now make it an absolute deadline that must 
be met. The normal convention is that four 
weeks before an election, the Assembly 
would be dissolved. 
February 7th should be the deadline. Make it 
and stick to it! 
The cause of peace does not rest with two 
Parties alone. If the plug is pulled on the 
Assembly the next step is clear. We just start 
all over again! 
In such circumstances, let’s hope “Plan B’ 
doesn’t pollute things too much’.

On 9th December 2006, the West Belfast Athletic And Cultural Society, organised a Lambeg drumming competition, in memory 
of our dear departed friend, Richard Jameson. 

As we are all aware, Richard was murdered by the cowardly LVF, in January 2000. He was a sterling activist within his local community 
in Portadown and surrounding areas, and his ultimate goal in life, was to witness the education of our youth, in the age old traditions of 
Protestantism and Loyalism. 

Richard was also particularly outspoken against those from within Protestantism, who would poison our communities with their evil 
drugs and other nefarious crimes. 

It was because of this honourable stance that he was brutally murdered, however, since his passing, the true-Loyalists of Ulster have re- 
solved to continue spreading the message that Richard held so dear. 

Richard held many things close to his heart, none least than the marching bands of Ulster, and the Lambeg drums! 

In this light, the lads in the W.B.A.C.S., thought it fitting that the ‘Richard Jameson Lambeg Drumming Competition’, should be for- 
mulated. On the day of the event, drummers travelled from all across Ulster to take part in the competition which was hosted by the Rex 
Bar on the Shankill Road. The photographs featured here are but a few of the many competitors. 

Combat Staff conducted an interview with the presiding official. We probed said gentleman on the topic of drumming and we were in- 
formed, “As judge I am looking for several aspects regarding the instrument, ‘clarity, balance and weight’. It is most important that the 
drum is tensioned equally, hence giving the drum skins a good balance of sound and tone. 

Most people think that drummers strap on a drum and ‘batter away at it’ to any old rhythm, but to the trained ear, the beats denote spe- 
cific tunes and calls. The Lambeg is a difficult instrument to master and when played properly, it can make the ‘hairs on the back of yer 
neck’, stand on end!”. 

COMBAT decided to investigate the history of the drum and unearthed a wealth of information, some of which we have made 
available here. The Lambeg drum is traditionally associated with the Orange Order and the annual July 12th processions. It has a diame- 
ter of about ninety centimetres and a depth of some seventy-five centimetres, it weighs approximately forty pounds. 

The frame is constructed from oak and the heads are goatskin (although other skins have been used in the past). The drum is ‘beaten’ 
with a pair of canes which are fifty-five centimetres long. 

When being played, the drum is supported by a leather strap which is worn around the neck of the drummer, who must arch his back and 
bend his knees slightly to enable him to walk whilst playing. 

The early history of the drum is uncertain. Most drummers, when questioned about its origin, give one of several differing accounts to 
explain the emergence of the prototype. 

One favourite story is that the Lambeg drum was brought to Ulster from Holland, by the Duke of Schomberg’s troops, during the Wil- 
liamite campaign in Ireland (1688-1690). 

There is little evidence to support this particular theory however, as no mention of drums of such outstanding proportions as the Lambeg, 
have been found in contemporary accounts. 

That being said, it is a fact that large drums were used in this era, as shown by the numerous reference of “kettle-drums’ in history books. 
(“we were greatly surprised when we heard the whole of the Irish Horse coming in, in very good order, with kettle-drums, haut-boys and 
trumpets’.). 

Some drummers believe that the first Lambeg drum was made specifically for the Battle of the Diamond in 1795, an appropriate 
date in the minds of many drummers, as it may be taken to mark the formation of the Orange Order in Ireland.

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The recent Sinn Fein Ard Chomairle de- 
cision to table a motion at Ard Fheis level 
for the acceptance of policing, has re- 
sulted in widespread Republican opposi- 
tion and protests. 

Although the motion (and its subsequent 
acceptance at Ard Fheis) is truly ground- 
breaking, it has sent shock-waves 
through the Republican Movement! 

In a radio interview broadcast prior to the 
Ard Fheis, Paul McGlinchey, (brother of 
deceased INLA criminal, Dominic 
McGlinchey), stated, “when I joined the IRA 
I was instructed that I should never recog- 
nise the police or the British judicial system. 
I stuck by this code all my life as did every 
true Republican. But now the very people 
who set this code of conduct are telling me 
that I should accept the very people we have 
fought against all our lives. 

As a parting shot across the Sinn Fein 
bows, Paul McGlinchey added the dissi- 
dent Republican slogan, “This is a bridge 
too far”. 

IS THIS THE DEMISE OF SINN FEIN? 
As reported in issue 39 of COMBAT, a 
number of dissidents, Sinn Fein hard- 
liners and supporters hold ‘bridge to far’ 
attitudes, and even before the Ard Fheis 
had met, the general consensus among 
these warmongers, was that Sinn Fein 
had sold out! 

Although the support for policing is indeed 
groundbreaking, it could in the long run 
herald Sinn Fein’s downfall, if they con- 
tinue to lose support and if the hard-line 
‘independents’ who are threatening to stand 
against them in forthcoming elections, find 
a mandate! 

PM TONY BLAIR STATED 

“On policing, justice and the rule of law, 
Sinn Fein will propose to their Party’s Ard 
Fheis, that Sinn Fein commit now and fully 
to support the PSNI and the criminal justice 
system, and actively encourage everyone to

co-operate fully with the police services in 
tackling crime in all areas, as well as ac- 
tively supporting all the criminal justice 
institutions. 
These proposals, if committed to and acted 
upon, amount to the support by Sinn Fein 
for the rule of law, police and the Courts 
that is necessary”. 

GERRY ADAMS REPLIED 
“Last Friday the Sinn Fein Leadership set 
out in the clearest possible terms, our com- 
mitment to move forward on policing. 
We now need to see the same clarity from 
the DUP. 
British Prime Minister Tony Blair’s state- 
ment this morning, accurately summarises 
the core of our Ard Fheis motion on polic- 
ing. 
Last Friday the Sinn Fein Ard Chomhairle 
backed a proposal to convene a special Ard 
Fheis on policing. We set out in clear and 
unequivocal terms, the substance of the mo- 
tion which we would put to the Ard Fheis 
and our intention to hold this before the end 
of January. We also set a very clear course 
forward and stated very plainly that we 
would be going to the Party to ask it to sup- 
port this motion. 
This is a hugely significant step, and I re- 
peat my earlier comments, the British Prime 
Minister Tony Blair’s statement this morn- 
ing, accurately summarises the core of our 
Ard Fheis motion on policing” . 
I don't think Gerry Adams could have 
been clearer with the above statement 
and it is now quite obvious that the Sinn 
Fein leadership have accepted that the 
only way forward is to fully accept polic- 
ing and the word of the law. 

THE DUP RESPOND 

Upon the release of the above statements 
from Blair and Adams, DUP Leader Ian 
Paisley responded, he said. 
“Over the course of the last number of days 
I have made it clear to the Prime Minister 


that upfront delivery is required from Sinn 
Fein on the issue of support for the PSNI, 
the Courts and the rule of law. 
I welcome the PM’s assessment. Sinn Fein 
must deliver on policing in a real and mean- 
ingful way. There can be no movement 
unless we have clarity on the need for eve- 
ryone to support the rule of law. 
The PM is well aware that we are willing to 
make progress on a level playing field when 
there is full support for, and co-operation 
with, the police. 
The time for action from Sinn Fein is now. 
If we are to see further political develop- 
ments, then it must be in the context of full 
and final delivery from Republicans. 
On this there will be no weakening. 
We have remained steadfast on the need to 
achieve full delivery and if confidence is to 
be built, then it is up to Sinn Fein to match 
their words with deeds”. 
THE SINN FEIN ARD FHEIS 
It is now several weeks since Sinn Fein’s 
Ard Fheis and as we all know, the pro- 
posal to accept policing and the word of 
the law, was accepted by clear majority! 
Sinn Fein immediately felt the backlash of 
this decision however, as Republican dissi- 
dents embarked on a virtual media rampage, 
condemning the Shinners as ‘traitors’ and 
‘British puppets’. 
In Londonderry, dissidents who had antici- 
pated the decision, gathered for a ‘heated 
protest’. 
One banner displayed conveyed fully their 
disgruntled feelings. 
‘Sinn Fein / RUC / PSNI Scum!’ 
We have touched upon the fact that prior to 
the Ard Fheis decision, dissidents like Paul 
McGlinchey were ‘shooting their mouths 
off and pledging to stand against Sinn Fein 
in the forthcoming elections. 
Now that the decision has been confirmed, 
we can reveal the names of other dissidents 
who have emerged as possible ‘runners’.

Son of deceased 
INLA criminal Dominic McGlinchey and 
once well known Sinn Fein supporter. 

He has suggested that he may stand for elec- 
tion in West Tyrone. 

Keeping it in the family, McGlinchey snr’s 
aunt, and once Sinn Fein Assembley Mem- 
ber Geraldine Dougan, is considering 
standing in Mid-Ulster as an Independent 
against Martin McGuinness. 

Davy Hyland, (ex Sinn Fein hard-liner who 
was recently deselected from standing due 
to his policies), is debating whether to fight 
the forthcoming election against his old 
Party in Newry / Armagh.
